When we boast that 
$63,930 have been expended on new 
buildings and improvements in the 
town and surrounding district during 
the past year, some will doubt the cor 
rectness of our assertion, but neverthe 
less it is the fact, as is proven by the 
list below. It is a good indication of 
the growth of the town and the 
prosperity of the farmers, and is an 
earnest of the future development of 
the community. Moose Jaw can boast 
of a number of fairly good business 
blocks, and few towns in the West can 
show a better class of dwelling houses. 
The number will in all probability be 
increased next year. When the new 
business blocks of Messrs. Wm. Gray 
son andi M. J. MacLeod are completed 
the west side of Main St. will present 
a very substantial and creditable ap- 
pearance, and in the course of time it 
is to be hoped the same can be eaid of 
the opposite side, which since the time 
of the fire some years ago has made 
but little hendway.

FOR THE WINDOW GARDEN. 


Among aif the plants which are 6uc- 
cessfully grown in the winter window 
garden none is more satisfactory, pro- 
baby, than the cacti. There are several 
members of this great and varied fami- 
ly which are especially adapted towin- 
dow culture. They are easily grown, 
4.though slow, but are always green, 
and when in fiowering are very pretly-. 
They seem quite indifferent to drought, 
Neg-ect, or the dry, heated atmosphere 
of the sitting room, but, of course, re- 
Spund to good care the same as other 
pants. Some of them take on ex- 
treme.y fantastic shapes, and although 
many do not b.0om until quite an age, 
others f.ower comparatively young. 

One woman who is especiaily fond of 
this plant says that if they are given 
sone care they grow far more beauti- 
ful than if left to battle drought, dust 
and neg-ect. The structure of the cacti 
family issuch that they areenabled to 
endure, for months in succession, treat- 
ment which would kill other plants, and 
that fact has probably led to the belief 
that the cacti need little care; conse- 
quentiy onesees more poor specimens 
of this plant, almost than of any other. 
Some of them bear beautiful flowers, 
and even those which do not flower are 
such sturdy growers that they have 
much tu recommend them. Some are 
extremely odd and awkward looking, 
and others are very gracefw. growers. 

A.l cacti should be potted high; that 
is, the surface of the soil around the 
stem and root of the pant, in the cen- 
ter of the pot, shoud te higher than at 
the sides. The drainage must be per- 
fect. So potted, there will be little dan- 
ger of overwatering unless the soil Is 
kept wet econstant.y. The soil requires 
alittle sand in its compositiog, but oth- 
erwise itshouwid te about like that pre- 


pared for geruniums. When buaded or 
in tnoom they should be given a weak 
oquid fertilizer one a week, and the 
sot. should not be allowed to become 
poor, Cacti are propagated from seed 


and from cuttings. ‘Ihe cuttings shoud 
be taken from healthy plants, in the 
Browing Season, and when pianted

SEASONABLE RECIPES, 
Chili Sauce—One peck green toma- 


toes, one dozen onions, two tablespoon- 


fuis of sali; press juice out of tomatoes; 
two tablespoonfuls sugar, one half cup 
mustard seed, one quart of good vine- 
gar. Boil one hour. 


Tomato Catsup.—Boil a half bushel of 
tomatoes; strain through a_ sieve; 
boil the pulp for one hour, skimming 
it weil, then add four pints of yood 


cider vinegar, four cups white sugar, 


three taliespoonfuls of suit, one of 
black pepper, one of ground cioves, two 
of cinnamon, one teaspoonful of red 
pepper. Put all the spices in a thin 
«oth ; boil down to the half; add celery 
seed, with salt. : 


Grape Catsup.— Wild sour grapes are 
the best, and to five pounds of them 
allow two pounds and a half of granu- 
lated sugar, a pint of vinegar, one 
tablespoonful each of ground cloves, 
cinnamon, allspice, pepper and a half 
teaspoonful of salt. Boil grapes in 
Just enough water to keep them from 
burning; strain through a colander, 
add the ground spices, boi! until thick, 
then put into bottles or glass jars and 
seal. 

Grape Jelly —The following is a re- 
hable receipe for making grape jelly; 
Pick the grapes carefully from their 
steins, wash them, and let them cook 
siowly in a kettle until they are soft. 
Let them cool, then strain through a 
cheesecioth bag. catching the juice in 
a kettle. Put it back over the fire and 
boil for 20 minutes. Measure it, and 


usually often enough, unless there may 
be cobwebs to remove. Make a few 
bags ofcanton flannel, woolly side out, 
large enough to slip over the broom. 
They are easi’y laundered, do not in- 
jure the most delicate paper, and are 
nice for wiping polished surfaces. 

Rag carpet, that od standby, wears 
very well, but when used in the kiteh- 
en or famify sitting-room it soon be- 
comes soited and ugly. It may be cleaned 
to look almost as well as new with 
soap and water. If the breadths are 
not sewed together too stoutly, rip 
apart into two-breadth pieces, and ro.l 
up each piece. Make a quantity of 
strong suds, and put a spoonfu, of am- 
monia in it, or a handful of borax. 
Keep it hot onthe stove. Spread the 
carpet on an o.d table, and scrub it 
with a scrubbing brush. Have p.enty of 
suds, and renew often. Scrub about 
two feet at a time and ro!l up. When 
ail is scrubbed, rinse in clear water, 
Squeeze out as much as ibie, and 
hang the carpet on the line to dry. 

It is claimed that eggs will keep per- 
fe-tiy ina preparation made as follows: 
Take two pounds of coarse salt; boil 
ten minutes in a gallon of rain water 
and r off into an open jar. When 
near.y cold stir in five tablespoonfuls 
of quickiime. Let it stand until the
